NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Sir Julian Goldsmid’s discourse at the Berkeley Street Synagogue last 
Sabbath, which we print in ertenso in another column, touched incidentally 


upon ritual reform. The speaker’s opinions on this subject are entitled to re- 


spectful consideration as thé outcome of the mature thought of a man who 
enjoys unusual opportunities for seeing religious questions in their true 
perspective, and for intellectually detaching the merely transitory elements of 
religion from its permanent constituents, Moreover, the suggestions for an 
improved Service which Sir Julian Goldsmid offered on Saturday are 
to be taken as indicating a point towards which congregational effort should 
tend rather than as the definite construction of an immediately practical pro- 
gramme. Ritual change, however, was only a subsidiary topic of this lay- 
sermon. What it mainly dealt with was that far more important reform 
of the moral and spiritual life, which it is the ultimate business of all 
schools of religious thought, both old and new, conservative and liberal, to 
bring about. The preacher’s utterances on this subject gained an added 
impressiveness from his personality, Especially was this the case as regards 
those passages in which the indifference of some ‘* modern” Jews towards 
their creed and their race was denounced. Sir Julian Goldsmid’s rebuke 
to these “superior” people was all the more effective, seeing that it was 
administered by a Jew occupying a lofty eminence, both social and 
intellectual. ‘‘ Indifferentism,” he said, ‘has become a fashion in the 
present day. Sons of worthy fathers who profess and try to observe their 
ancestral faith, seem to think that they are superior to those fathers, and 
more enlightened disciples of modern science and thought, when they not only 
ignore all religious observance, but deny a belief in the differences between 
the great religious creeds. They neglect the ancient pride of their race that 
they are the ‘chosen people,’ and they invite that slur which many prejudiced 
persons are only too ready to cast on the despised Jew. But I fearlessly assert 
that if by such conduct they think they will earn the admiration and approval 
of righteous men of other creeda, they will ere long discover their error, and 
repent it bitterly, . . . Men will say that those who neither respect 
their God nor their family ties and responsibilities are unworthy of respect 
themselves, You will find there is no truer lesson than that honest unob- 


trusive belief and observance will command reverence and regard from men 
of other faiths.” In these words, pronounced with all the solemnity that 
betitted them, the speaker struck the right note. As a distinguished layman 
delivering a pulpit address, it was peculiarly appropriate that he should 
emphasize that warning against a contempt for religion, and for Judaism 
particularly, which is so often uttered by the professional preachers. What 
too many are apt to regard as an empty platitude, becomes invested with a 
living foree when proceeding from one who clearly speaks from the depths 
of his heart and out of the fulness of practical and almost unique 
experience. — _[t is when regarded from this point of view that the oecasional 
pulpit ministrations of Jaymen are amply justified. The man of the world 
speaks to the man of the world, and he speaks to him, not in the mechanical 
discharge of professional duty, but under a deep sense of moral obligation. 
The impulse is not the commandment of men, but the desire to deliver a 
message from the Lord of Hosts. 9 Thus the exhortations of the lay 
preacher may have a foree which is denied to the homily of the minister. 
The man’s very worldliness—to use the term in its better sense,—beeomes 
for the nonce his consecration, Those who listened to Sir Julian Gold-mid 
last Sabbath must have recognised this truth, and recognising it, have 
found an eloguence in his words far transcending even their great intrinsic 
furee, 


Having adopted the -annual accounts with unexampled despateh, the 
Council of the United Synagogue, last Tuesday, indulged in a little well- 
earned relaxation on a point of order connected with the Report of the 
Executive Council on the Election of Honorary Officers, Lord Roths- 
child had come to the meeting intending to take part in any discussion on 
that report, but left early on being informed (incorreetly, as the event 
proved) that the report was not a report to the Couneil, Mr. B. L. 
Cohen, who subsequently presided, ruled that it was such a report, 
and Mr. ‘Noah Davis, with some heat, contested this ruling ; evidently 
because he had not been previously consulted by his colleagues as te the 
procedure in dealing with the report. Eventually its consideration. was 
deferred till April. A strange misconception exists among the honorary 
officers as to the under-current of opinion among the rank and file of the 
Council. Their administrative ability has never been challenged. Mr. 
Beddington was impelled to tender his resignation with the objeet of 
bringing about more frequent changes in the personnel »f the honorary 


officers. This issue the Executive Committee left absolutely untouched but - 


contented itself, and the honorary officers, with a vote of confidence in them, 
Mr. Beddington has not exaggerated the mischief which results from toe 
long a tenure of ofhce—tixity of place generally begretting fixity of 
ideas. The ablest men are apt to fall into a groove if they remain long 
in office; and on the other hand if the interest in the Synagogue among 
the ordinary members of the Council is to be maintatned, they must no 
longer find so little scope for independent expression of opinion...There is 
a strong, though hitherto inarticulate, feeling on the subject among the 
members, which will soon have to be reckoned with. Men of education 
and promise do not care to be snubbed for their ‘ youthfulness,” and 
men of capacity and. grasp jib at polite sneers at their *“ intelligence,” 
and not a few other members become disheartened at finding the represen- 
tatives of their Synagogues reduced to making audiences for the same set 
of speakers at every meeting. It is clearly to the advantage of the United 
Synagogue that the active interest in its welfare should rest upon the 
broadest possible basis, and this fact is not quite sufficiently appreciated by 
its honorary officers, 
— 

The claim of the Jews’ Hospital and. Orphan Asylum upon the 
generous support of provincial Jews was clearly demonstrated at the election 
held at Norwood last Sunday. Of 39 candidates, nine were provincial cases ; 
and seven of these nine candidates were elected—more than half the total num- 
ber of successful children at the ballot. Two came from Manchester, and one 
each from Cardiff, Hull, Leeds, Newcastle and Sunderland. When the number 


! of votes polled for these country candidates is compared with the aumber of 
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subscribers in each town the inadequate support given to the Institution 1s 
glaringly manifested. Thus at Leeds, where Jews are numbered by thousands, 
the total number of votes to which the local subscribers are entitled'is 40, yet 
the local candidate had 177 recorded in his favour as the result of canvassing 
among London supporters of the charity. t 
provinces could do much more than they are doing in aid of the Norwood 
Institution, The Orphan Aid Societies, which have been formed in several 
provincial centres, afford a convenient means of helping the cause of the 
orphan, and it behoves those who take advantage of the benefits of the 
charity to assist in supporting it, and not to shift the burden entirely upon 
the London community. : 

The Jewish Quarterly Review for January, the articles in which are 
briefer and brisker, and therefore more readable, than usual, opens with a 
contribution on the life and Works of Saadia, by Dr. Friedlander, The 
article has a reference to the position of Authority in Judaism a thousand 
years ago which supplies an undesigned illustration of the soundness of Mr. 
Oswald Simon's main contention in a later page of the Reevew. In Saadiah’s 
time Authority, even when represented by the great schools of Sura and 
Pumbaditha, had frequently to bow before that supreme power—the communal 


will. Local minhag often came into collision with the highest Rabbinical 


opinion, and invariably won the day. There was also ‘*a general uniformity 
in all fundamental rites and forms, but a great diversity of minhagim.” Here 
again Mr. Simon has historical support for his plea in favour of noncon- 


formity in Judaism as the guarantee at once of individual freedom and the 


survival of the religion itself. Dr. Friedlander’s sketch of Saadiah: and his 
times is written in terse and simple language, Considering the well-known 
conservatism’ of the Principal of ews’ Col'eg2, it is refreshing to 
come upon this concluding passage, which betokens no less discrimination 
than wit: “If there are some who would exclaun 395 Seon! (Alas for 
the things that are lost!) in reference to the Jost polemical writings of 
Saadiah and his opponents, we do not join in this lamentation. The few 
fragments of this class of literature that have been unearthed are not such 
as to create an appetite for more ot them. and we should rather be 
inclined to exclaim ‘May they rest, where they are in 
peace!” 


Dr. Friedlander is followed by Dr. Neubauer, who besides contributing 
the usual Bibliography for the year, writes on the points of contact 
between Renan and Judaism. Dr. Neubauer, whose fitness for the 
advocate’s role in this case is unquestiefgble, defends the great French- 
man from seme of his detractors. that Renan’s 
Introduction ts the Semitic Largquages “has remained the standard 
work on the subject, and will) only require in future editions a 
new chapter descriptive of the late discoveries” the department 
of Assyriology, Renan’s appreciation of the world’s debt to the 
Jews was generous. He was the foe of anti-Semitism, but (and perhaps the 
two stand in the relation of cause and effect) he also saw and acknowledged 
how much the Jews of the Middle Ages did for science and civilisation, It 
isdue to his encouragement, says Dr. Neubauer, that the great J/istocre 
Litteraire de la France contains extended biographies of the French Rabbis 
wud Jewish writers from 1200 to 1470. The interest of the article is heightened 
hy the reproduction, as an appendix, of the passages relating to the Jews 
from the forthcoming volume (the thirty-first) of the Miéstore, The next 
urticle in the number is entitled «The Spirit of Islam,” and is an claborate 
review by Dr. H. Hirschfeld of the work of that name that has lately 
appeared from the pen of Syed Ameer Ali, judge of the High Court of 
Judicature in Bengal. “The book,” says the reviewer, “is excellently 
written, and, from the standpoint of a Moslim, forms a splendid refutatio 
Judcorum et Christianorum.” ‘The author, however, “ pictures a somewhat 
ideal Islam, such as he would wish it to be: the impartial student must 
endeavour to describe it as it really is.” Dr, Hirschfeld amply acknowledges 
the services rendered by Arab scholars:to medieval learning ; but he points 
out the sterility of Islam in the scientific domain7in later times—a cir- 
cumstance which he would explain by “the fact that Arabian science was 
so closely blended with the Aristotelian philosophy, that it decayed when 
the latter perished.” He adds that “of the scientific achievements of to- 
day's Moslim world, only those are notable which are consummated under 
European tutorship. It is occidental education which has enabled the learned 
Syed Ameer to write so brilliant an apology of his faith,” Among the 
other contributions to the Reriew are some further notes on Hebrew manu- 


scripts in the Cambridge University Library by Mr. Schechter, who also 


reviews Professor Ryle’s Canon of the Old Testament: an article on the 
Philonean text of the Septuagint” (in which specialists will revel, but which 
13 not intended for the general reader), and various critical notices and notes 
by Professor Cheyne, Professor J, Robertson, Mr. Claude Montefiore, Dr 
Neubauer, Professor Bacher, Messrs. Israel Abrahams and M. D. Davis and 
others, Special mention must be made of a review of Mr. Zanewill’s Children 
of the Ghetto by Mrs. Birchenough, who, an editorial note informs us, “has no 
connection, direct or indirect, with the Ghetto,” and who was, for that reason 
very wisely entrusted with the task of criticising the work.

Mr. Simon, however, declines to look upon the incident as sympto- 
matic of the state of Judaism as a whole; he prefers to regard it as an 
isolated phenomenon, ‘¢a manifestation in detail of a newly-constituted eccle- 
siastical authority.” None the less does he resent it. ‘*The old ery for union 
at allhazards is stopped. Henceforth the very name of uniformity will be 
abhorrent. Even the multiplication of sects ceases to be a danger, and may 
possibly be the means of rescue for English Judaism.”

BuENos AYRES, JANUARY 10TH, 1893, 
There is little news to report. This may be regarded as a negative blessing, 
But the work of settling the best material on newly-formed colonies is usually slow 
and here the Russian Jews are not the bost material, but it may yet prove 
to be better than their enemies hope, and too many of their friends fear. Do let 
us have patience and faith. Again, I have t> warn friends in England not to lend 
too willing an ear to every idle rua our that may reach them with regard to the 
prospects of Jewish colonisation in Argentina. Such rumours are often trace- 


able to a German source, and emanate from those who having been asscciated, 


directly or indirectly, with past failures, mistakes—and worse—would fain dis- 
courage those, who are doing better. The contrast of their own failures becomes 
less striking if not justided as it were. Everything here is not quite so merry as 
a marriage bell, but is not so sad as a funeral knell. 

- Tam sorry to say that in Entre Rios there has been an almost unexampled 
drought. Water has dried up in the cattle meadows ; even the wells are failing ; 
and the ground is baked so hard that little or no agr:cultural work can be 
c.rried on. 

In the colony “ Clara” the colonists of “ Rachel” are improving their houses 


replacing the sods by sun-dried bricks. They are perhaps the most industrions, 
taken as a whole, of all the groups in “ Clara” colony. 


In San Antonio the lately arrived colonists from Moiseville are now very com- 


fortably housed.

Moiseville is being specially reorganised by the Commission sent out by the 
Central Direc‘ion in Paris. The wheat harvest is nearly completed there. 

S) you see things are settling down, slowly perhaps but surely. Time, Patience 
and Faith are the three cardinal virtues in such colonisation work as 1s being 
directed by Colonel Goldsmid in Argentina. He has these virtues, as well as a 
stout heart and plenty of pluck.

Srr—Will you favour me by allowing me to correct two errors in your 
report of my address to the Board of Guardians on the 30th ult. | 
- The extracts I read to the Board, detailing the arrangements agreed on 
tentatively at the Conference held on the 21st July, were taken, not as appears 
in your report from my letter to Mr. Singer of the 29th June, 1802, but froma 
letter which I addressed to Sir Julian Goldsmid as recently as 17th December 
last. | 
Under the head of the cost of administration, 1am made to say that the 


amount spent by the Conjoint Committee in the Pri 1882-1802, on the 5,120— 


cases before them, was £2,372. The amount should have been £22,072. 

“My point was, and is,ithat the cost to the Russian Fund of the administra- 
tion of. this large relief was ony £588, or 2.65 percent., because the expenses of 
the administration really devolved on the Board,

SIR JULIAN GOLDSMID AT BERKELEY STREET, 


Sir,—I cannot resist the impulse to trouble you with a few observations 
anent the sermon preached at the West London Synagogue of British Jews on 
Sabbath last ; in fact, I regard silence under such circumstances as treachery to 
One’s faith, honourand manhood. 

Asa member of the congregation in question. I had long cherished the 
thought that only inthe matter of “ minor and unimportant details ’’ were we 
separated from J ews worshipping in other places, but that-upon the chief and fun- 
damental principles of Judaism we were entirely in accord. This view has 
comforted me and stimulated the hope that the period was not remote when 
strong and good men of different parties, but of one great national federation, 
might be able to discover some modus vivendi or way to peace for every 
Israelite anxious for the union and solidarity of hisrace. Itis impossible to 
shut one’s eyes to the fact, that such a discourse as that delivered by Sir Julian 
Goldsmid puts such a vision out of sight, and reduces it to the veriést chimera 
ofthe mind. Ido not object to the tone of the address. which was marked by 
an earnestness and simplicity which could not be misunderstood, but what I do 
not approve, is the daring attack upon customs which have obtained among 
Jewsfrom the earliest times of biblical ordinance and have the most holy associa- 
tions. Let m3 take them seriatim, 

First, the sounding of the “ Shofar,” that Sir Julian saysis unmusical, and 
not. in harmony with the day in which we live. I mean the expensive instru- 
mental service of Berkeley Street. What! my nerves fail me when I recall the 


utterance ; the ‘ cornet” is too hard, too rough for the dilletantism of the | 


West End. | | | 

The shrill blast of the ram’s horn, cannot, it :is true, produce the soft notes 
of a Chopin, but it can awaken memories of the past, fullof heroism, of trust in 
God and sacrifice, it fires the heart with enthusiasm for the cause of Israel, as 
the reveille brings out the soldier for the morning’s march. On many a battle- 
field and foreign strand, where an improvised synagogue had to be made inan 
hour, how missed was that old Shofar, how heart-deep was the wish that we 
might hear it “next year,’ but these are thoughts and feelings which Sir 
Julian has never known. The head-covering is also offensive, it is urged as 
against propriety, inasmuch as when we salute men and women, “God's 
images "—I use the preacher's words—we raise the hat, surely itis too feebleand 
trifling to be. considered seriously. 


Then comes the necessity, according to Sir Julian Goldsmid, of doing 


away with the barbarous custom of separating the men from the women, the 


introduction of more English into the service, and deeds of mercy ovtside, in the 


way of contributing to churches and chapels in the neighbourhoods in which we 
reside, And allthis is intended to demonstrate our belief in God's Unity, 
What bearing the one has upon the other, I must leave to the intelligence of 
the reader. [am not disposed to follow the preacher through his meandering 
path, for that would occupy too much of your vauable space, I would not even 


refer to the “scientific aspects” of the mode of Jewish slaughter which he 
seemed to think ordained because it was the most humane. I would only say, 


that with all my sympathy with progress, with all my desire for arefined and 
decorous service, I can take no part In “ the new-fashioned Judaism” which is 
being preached. I have nothing incommon with it. No doubt it possesses much 
“polish ” and may suit the highly cultured of Berkeley Street, but to me it 


carries no satisfaction. It calis for no prophelic gift to see the end of this 


struggle after effect, this intense labour to bring our time-honoured customs 
and traditions “ up to date,” the writing is on the wall, it is as of old, when folly 


_ usurped the place of faith, and the eternal verities were profaned. Mene mene

A magnificent synagogue, a splendid organ, trained voices,"an eloquent 
pulpit, all must fail to effectuate a hallowed purpose if Judaism is wanting, and 
the spirit of God does not animate the worshippers, ,

Srr,—Attending the West London Synagogue last Saturday I heard Sir 
Julian Goldsmid’s discourse, and was considerably taken aback by the 
liberality displayed in the latter part, in proposing a number of reforms, which 
would do more to Christianise our synagogues, than the most rabid reformers 
have been able to accomplish in half a century. 

Among the reforms mentioned that arrested my attention most were those 


for “doing away with the present mode of separating male and female 


worshippers,” “uncovering the head,’ and “reading the service in English.” 
The thoughts that were uppermost in my mind while I listened were: Are 
these reforms necessary ? And would not Sir Julian have rendered the com- 
munity greater service by expending his intelligence on theories that are 
necessary and pressing in place of reforms that are as uncalled for, as they are 
mischievous, 
The only argument advanced in favour of the mingling of the worshippers 
was that at present the “ mother is separated from her son and the father from 


his daughter.” But the present system docs not isolate thechild fromthe parent. 

for the father is with his son and the mother beside her daughter, and farther 

in the case of small children no objection is made to wherever they may sit 

I cannot but think that the disadvantages largely outweigh the advantages in 

this reform; for the synagogue would become a trysting place for young 
ople, who would pay more attention to each other than they would to the 
rvice, 

The lecturer stated, in advozating the removal of the hat, that “ God sees 
no reverence in a covered head,’ But is the converse the case? Is there any 
humility in an uncovered head before God?, If only to mark the difference 
in the manner we approach our Maker to that we are wont to approach our 
fellow-man, the hat should be retained. And in the gravest of the proposed 
changes I see a heavy blow dealt at Judaism. Scattered the world over as the 
Jews are is it not most essential we should have a universal language of prayer ” 
and is it not a unique privilege we enjoy that in whatever country we may find 
ourselves we are, at least, at home in the House of God and able to join the 
congregation in prayer in the language which forms part of our great 
inheritance ? | 

Which, I would ask, is more desirable, to elevate the congregation to the 
service, or lower the service to the congregation Muchas I regret I cannot 
but acknowledge that Hebrew is a sidly neglected study. But where lies tho 
fault ? I make bold to state in our schools and synagogues. | 

[ attended a Jewish school, which was under Government Tospection and 
while I passed from standard to standard in Koglish without a failure until in 
my I4th year Lreached the 7th or highest class, such was the meagre instruction 
given in Hebrew that I did not get above the 3rd or 4:h, and I further sav, 
without fear of contradiction, thit this was not my fault, nor was I an 
exception, for all my class fellows were similarly p'ated and some even lower, 
Had I received equal instruction in Hebrew asin English I shonld have been 
as forward in the one as I was in the other. Bat the Hebrew was seircely 
heard of for 8 months of the year, and I can truthfully say that during a 
whole year | did not have 40 Hebrew-reading lessons. And in the synagoguea 
although much has been recently done by the formation of Sunday Classes, I 
could mention one out of three I know where instruction in Hebrew is not 
given. In my humble opinion it is the duty of our leiders to do their best to 


‘deal with this sad state of affairs by inquiring and seeing that in the Jewish 


schools they examine and have under their control the children be not

Cohen's 
signature to their admission cards for either Home. 

Why must the work of asplendid charity be thus handicapped’. Surely 
this regulation should now b2come obsolete. | : 

_ To-day’s victim of mismanagement (under my notice) was a lady nur-e of 
the Board of Guardians. The lady In question came in to see one of InyY Ppro- 
teg’s this afternoon at four oclock,1in Gun Street, Spitaltields, She looked 
very ill, and was (she said) quite exbausted’ with waiting about ina fireless hall 
for three hours, without any dinner, for Vr. Cohen's signature to her Convales- 
cent ticket for Brighton. 

Even then, she was lucky in getting it sigred that day. I know a semi- 
paralysed girl, too weak to walk, who went six consecutive weeks, standing for 
three hours, and her ticket is still unsigned! For the poor girl came bome each 
time so worn out and ill, that at last | forbade her going any more through 
such purgatory. Surely Mrs. L. Lucas cannot know that one of her band of 
nurses had’ to suffer all this to go to the “ Home” founded by herself. This 
disgraceful system of herding convalescents together retards their recovery, and 
might spread disease like wildfire. 

It is a scandal toour nation! I wou'd suggest that each subscriber givin 
away a ticket of recommendation should write to the matron of the desire 
Home, having the admission numbered. No visit to the Synagogue is 
required, The doctor could visit the pitients (according as there are vacancies) 
at their own homes, and thus spare the poor much needless suffering. . [ois 


would be a much more humane way than the present bad arrangements, 


Of course, this is only ‘one suggestion. No» doubt the Committee will 
soon arrange something on these line:, perhaps better than this thought of an 
outsider. |

THE ORPHAN ASYLUM—A MOMENTOUS ISSUE. 


Sir,—As an old Jews’ Hospital boy, ask the privilege of being allowed 

to say a few words upon the subject of “ boarding out ” the children. 

deem it unnecessary to follow Committeeman”’ or“ in their lists 
of figures, as it is admitted on all hands that the Authorities of the Institution 
have determined to admit a largely increased number of Orphans and that the 
present building is almost overcrowded at this moment. ee 

The crucial question, therefore, is, shall the Committee go into building 
operations, with all their attendant drawbacks, now and hereafter, or shall they 
not rather discard all antiquated notions and give an honest trial to the system 
which has always succeeded in so many districts whea properly worked, namely, 
to place certain of the children under resp»ctable, carefu!, and reliable fathers 
to be treined for the great battle of life 

It seems to me that “ L”’ has quite misunderstood the plan of the Rev. J. 
Chapman, and, therefore, he is quite at sea in his elaborate figures and calcula- 
tions. He appears to think that the plan of boarding out embraces only the 
deserted pauper children, to the number of fifty. 

_Having been myself trained at Norwood during the memorable era of Mr, 
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Chapman's Head Mastership, I may inform “L” that the children may be 
divided into three classes : 

(1) Children having one or both parents living. 

(3) Deserted pauper children. ner 

Mr. Chapsanie olaatty and distinctly states that he would utilise the present 
building for Class 1 (children having pirents or guardians) and would board out 
double orphans and deserted children of whom there are probably a hundred or 
more in the Institution, 

And the reason is very clear, Children of Class 1 constantly receive visits 
from their parents and family. In my days certain of the bast conducted were 
also allowed to visit their relatives in London. This was a precious reward, 
and an incentive to hard work and good condust beyond all conception. Thus, 
the children were kept in constant touch with the world in all its aspects. Often 
the Committee, actuated by groundless fears, tried to stop it, but our Head 
Master was a firm believer in it, and most earnestly managed to keep this 
unspeakably cherished privilege intact. When he left the School, this and other 
privileges were 

But the double orphans and deserted children had no such Joys, and they 
lost all contact with the world during their young days. If enquiries were 
made I think it would be seen how many of them turned out failures when 
they left the Institution. What is now proposed, is to get these children into 
respectable families, and it is only a question of liberal treatment and proper 
supervision to make it a glorious success. 

And here let me say with all respect to the Committee of the Jews 
Hospital and gratitude for the benefits which I received from them, that they 
committed a grievous wrong when they brought deserted children into the 
Institution. The Institution was never founded for them, It was originally 
intended for the children of poor, but respectable and struggling parents, just 
as the Orphan Asylum was intended for Orphans, But the Committee snatched 
at the bait of a few shillings a week paid by the Workhouse Authorities. What 
is the consequence ? They put a premium on desertion. Formerly such a thing 
was rare in the community. Now “L” tells us there are no less than the 


incredible number of fifty in the Institution, to the exclusion of the class I 


have named. 


There are many more facts and arguments I would urge upon the attention . 


of the Committee and the community, but fear I have already trespassed upon 
your valuable columns, and unduly encroached on your indulgence, 

May I, however, ask one favour ? 

It is, that you, Sir, with that perspicacity in discerning the true remedy for 
our communal problems which distinguishes your utterances, will raise your 
influential voice and use your vigorous pen in aid and support of the humane 
and practical scheme of the Rev. John Chapman. | 

By doing so, you will instil some brightness into lives hitherto dark, and 
make lighter the load of loneliness and erphanage, which, Heaven knows, 1s 
hard enough to bear. |

THE JEWS IN GREECE. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Carro, 27TH JANUARY, 1813. 

I had recently occasion to make a tour of Greece and the Ionian Islands. 
The principal Greek towns where there are Jewish congregations are Corfy 
Zante, Athens, Chalcis, Arta, Volo and Larissa. [rom a constitutional point of 
view the Jews enjoy iu Greece all civil and political rights. Nevertheless their 
moral situation leaves much to be desired, and the events at Corfu in Apri 
1891, which have not yet faded from memory, proved once again the fanaticism 
of a section of the orthodox Greeks, Although calm reigns at Corfu, the Jews 
of that town have, as it were, the sword of Dimozles suspended over their 
heads. Would anyone in Europe believe that so horrible a crime as the murder 
of Rubina Sarda could have remained unpunished for nearly two years? The 
names of the murderers have actually bsen divulged in the Athens newspapors ; 
and yet they are allowed to walk freely in the streets of Corfu. This strange, 
almost incredible fact, has been explained to me on the ground that the high 
position of the accomplices in the crime precludes the arrest of the actual 
murderers. People living in civilised countries can hardly believe such a denial 
of justice to be possible ; but unhappily it is too true. Corfu is not a city like 
London or Paris; it has only 20,00) inhabitants. Cin anyone imagine that a 
crime committed under such conditions could remain a mystery, and that 
Greek justice after several investigations should have failed to discover the 
criminals ? 

Hopes had been entertained of the Dalyannis Ministry, which had shown a 
certain degree of solicitude for the Jews. It was said that from fear of fresh 
troubles the Government would await the complete tranquillisation of the 
public mind before taking action. It had already given soms kind of satisfac- 
tion to public opinion in Europe by punishing, at the beginning of 1822, some of 
the authors of the subsequent outrages on the Jews; but the arrest of Rubina 
Sarda’s murderers was awaited from day to day with real anxiety. 

The Delyannis Cabinet fell, and as the result of the Parliamentary election 
M. Tricoupis became Prime Minister. M. Tricoupisis not unknown in England, 
with which he has established excellent relations. Last summer during his visit 
to Paris and London, he made many fine promises to the eminent Jews who 
interviewed him on the subject of the events at Corfu. But what has happened 
since his Parliamentary triumph? His first act, in forming his Cabinet was to 
give the post of Minister of tne Interior to Mr. Georges Théotoki, of Corfu, 
who during the troubles of 18J1 showed himself a bitter enemy of the Jews and 
pursued them with the most violent hatred. Such was the debut of the Tri- 
coupis Ministry from the Greco-Jewish point of view. Later, in September last, 
the Government dismissed the Jewish mistresses in the Jewish Girls’ School at 
Volo and Corfu, not as might be supposed, on economieal grounds, but in order 
to replace them by orthodox Caristians, 

In November of last year, all the accused who were tried at the Assizes at 


Patras were acquitted. They were the other participitors in the crimes com- 


mitted as a sequel to the murder of Rubina Sarda. Tne most important of the 
witnesses who had been summoned dared not, or were not willing, to appear ; 
among others M. Bensis, ex-Crown Attorney at Corfu, an honest and loyal man, 
who had shown a certain amount of interest in 1801 in the victims of fanaticism, 
which lost him his place on the advent of the Tricoupis Ministry, or rather 
through the preponderating influence of the Minister of the Interior. 

In mentioning the foregoing facts, 1 bave no intention of incriminating 
M. Tricoupis personally. It may be that he is ignorant of all these events ; but 
he is none the less to be held responsible. In any case he has so far done 
nothing to give satisfaction to the just demands of the Jews in respect to the 
murderers of the little Rubina Sarda. 

I know, on the other hand, that M. Tricoupis is pirticularly absorbed by the 
financial difficulties of his country, and I hear some talk of a Greek loan which 
is to be issued‘ London, I think that from the humanitarian standpoint it 
would be right and proper, before facilitating this loan, to demand from M. 
Tricoupis an account of his attitude, or of that of his Cabinet, towards the 
Jews in Greece. It is notorious that Greek credit has been considerably lowered 


since the troubles at Corfu in 1801, The occasion, therefore, appears propitious, 


especially if Jewish bankers intend to take part in the loan, seriously to call M. 
Tricoupis’s attention to the statements I have here made, and above all, to 
the inertness of Hellenic justice regarding the murderers at Corfu. 


THE JEWS IN MOROCCO. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, } | 
Mocapor, Janvary 8, 1893. 

We had hoped that the cruel Governor of Morocco City had, owing to the 
complaints of his conduct, deemed it wise to discontinue his barbarities. But 
after a brief respite, news came to hand a few days back of fresh cruelty. Shortly 
after he had the Jewess flogged, of which I gave particulars in a previous letter, 
he induced some of the chief Jews to petition him (an old trick of brutal 
Governors) and he promised not to inflict the bastinado again. Andhe kept his 
word—for a brief month. The Jews in Morocco City never really believed in 
his promises, Knowing so well that he wasa great’opium-eater, which fact explains 


_ the uncertainty of his moods. The latest victim of this heartless man is a young 


Jew who has been flogged after he had been most brutally treated by the guards. 
What fault this man has committed we do not exactly know, but it cannot 
have been very serious as the poor fellow was released soon after the flogging. 
He has been since sent to Mogador. Mr. Reuben Elmaleh accompanied him in 
person to Mr. Payton and to the French Consul, who were enabled to examine the 
poor sana and assure themeelves of the brutal way in which he had been 
treated, 

So far, no results have yet appeared of the representations made to different 
powerful quarters on behalf of the Jews of Morocco City, though we full well 
know that our benevolent brethren abroad have not been lax in their efforts, and 


it is all the more reason why such efforts should be continued until this vile ~ 


Governor is brought to justice. , 

We have had very abundant falls of rain, and if the locusts keep away from 
us, there is a look-out for a year of plenty. ) 

The Moorish Government, seeing the success attending the courier service 
between Mogador and Morocco City, originated some time ago by a number 0 
gentlemen I mentioned, has started a service of its own, and it is competing 
with the original service so keenly, that I fear the former has no chance of keep- 
ing up with such a comparatively powerful antagonist. The proprietors of the 
Mogador-Morocco Courier Service may, however, console themselves with the 
reflection that they have introduced a beneficial example into Mogador, and that 
their chief purpose—that of benefiting the public—has been attained. | 

Absolutely, no news whatever is yet to hand, either with respect to the 
extension of the Mellah, or the proposed School in Morocco City, an institu- 
tion which, by the way, could effect wonderful reforms in that semi-civilised 
city. 

J During the past month, the Jewish community of Mogador has sustained 


a loss in the death of one of its oldest and respected members, Mr. Dinan Ohava, 
who was universally liked and esteemed by. 5

THE ANNUAL ACCOUNTS, 


Lorp RoruHscuHILp, in opening the proceedings, said that practically the 
only business before the Council was the consideration of the Annual Accounts 
and Estimates; for the report of the Executive Committee, dealing with the 
question of the Honorary Olficers, would be considered later when the time 
came for the election of thes officers. There was little for him to add to the 
xeport of the Treasurers. He would, however, remind the Council that the 
expenditure had the knack of increasing while the revenue decreased.- He 
would, therefore, point out to the Council, that in discussing the several finan- 
cial matters, they should be just before they were generous, and not impose on 
the Treasurers the difficulty of devising new methods for raising money. 

Mr. Davin Davis, the Senior Treasurer, in presenting the Treasurers’ 
Report, referred to the salient parts in the report, of which a summary was 
published in the Jewish Chronicle, of Friday last.. Speaking of the great fall- 
ing off in the revenue of eight synagogues to the extent of about £1,000, Mr. 
Davis said that the Treasurers regarded this falling off asa serious matter, for 
they had hitherto depended largely on those synagogues, notably the Great, the 
Bayswater and the West End, to pay the deficits of other synagogues which are 
not able to meet their requirements. It served as an intimation to those who 
were anxious to increase expenditure, either by a sliding scale assessment or by 
other means, that it would be more prudent if they were to depend more upon 
their own resources. During the past year the Hampstead Synagogue had been 
added to the constituents of the United Synagogue, and this fact led him to 
remark that, however much synagogues were to be desired in different localities, 
their multiplication was not encouraging from a financial point of view, because 
they only produced what they took away from the older synagogues. ‘l‘hat was 
probably the last time he would address the Council on * Budget Night” as 
Treasurer—(No, no)—it was eighteen years since he was first honoured with the 
office, and he was deeply sensible of the confidence reposed in him. During the 
whole of that period, he, therefore, wished to say that the Treasurers had 


~ always used their utmost endeavours so to nurse the funds as to meet not only 


the ordinary expenditure but extraordinary demands made upon the Council. In 
some quarters the Treasurers had been reproached with being too parsimonious ; 


_ but it should be borne in mind that the Treasurers must pry regard to the work of 


the United Synagogue as a whole, and see that the responsibilities resting upon 
it were faithfully carried out. When he entered into office, the United Synagogue 
consisted of six synagogues ; its constituents now numbered thirteen. That 
increase was not a sign of decay in local feeling which by some critics was said 
to exist. The United Synagogue had at different times advanced upwards of 
£50,000 to found synagogues and to purchase property, independently of several 


_ thousand pounds which had been paid out of revenue for the same purpose. 


The Counsil had heard it said, too, that the niggardly manner in which the 
Executive met the demands made upon them had caused considerable indigna- 
If such a feeling did exist, the Council had the remedy in their own 

hands, for they had the power and the right to appoint an Executive which 
would be in harmony with those views. He had’ heard grandiloquent talk of 
murmurs, of humiliation, and of righteous indignation. 
talk with the utmost contempt and as nothing else than claptrap, If the 
clamour meant taking away funds from the synagogues to which they rightly 
belonged, and appropriating them to other synagogues then, speaking for him- 
self, he would never support such demands.—(Cheers). | 

The accounts for 18/2 and estimates for 1803 of the Constituent Syuagogues 
and of the United Synagogue were then put from the chair and carried unani- 
mously, and without discussion. | 

Mr. B. L. COHEN, M.P. (who at this point took the chair on its being vacated 
iF Lord Rothschild), in proposing a vote of thanks to the Treasurers

ssrs. D. Davis and H. E. Beddington) and the Auditors (Messrs. 


Louis Davidson and S. Simons), said that no greater tribute could have 
been paid to the pcrspicuity of the accounts, for the preparation of 
which the Treasurers would be the first to admit that they were not alone 
responsible, than the fact that they had been pissed with. a unanimity and des- 
patch which beat the record. The gratitude of the Council, indeed of the whole 
community, was due to the Treasurers for the vigilance they exercised, and to 
them was largely due the position whiclr the United Synagogue held in the com- 


munal institutions. 


The motion was carried unanimously.

‘In recommending the Council to accept Mr. Myers’s resignation, the Trea- 
surers of the Burial Society and the Committee desire to place on record their 
high appreciation of the long and faithful services rendered by him. During a 
period extending over half-z-century, Mr. Myers has hosourabis and satisfac- 
torily discharged the duties of his office. In 1841 he was elected Kabronim 
Rabbi of the Hambro’ Synagogue, which office he filled until 1853, when he was 
elected Sexton to the Great Synagogue, and on the amalgamation of the syna- 

ogues he was elected Sexton of the United Synagogue. It is granted to very 
ew men to be able to remain iu office for so lengthened a period, and were it 
not for his advanced age and increasing deafness, Mr. Myers would still have 
continued to hold his present position, and to carry on the work with the same 
fidelity and zeal which have characterised his whole career. The Burial Com- 
mittee feel certain that when fixing the amount of Mr. Myers’ retiring 
allowance the Council will be guided by these circumstances, and they unani- 
mously and confidently recommend him for favourable consideration.” 

Mr. J. MaGNnvus, one of the Treasurers of the Burial Committee. moved 
that the resignation be accepted, and that pending the election of a successor, 
the Committee be empowered to make arrangements for carrying on the duties 
of the office.

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A LAY SERMON. 


By SIR JULIAN GOLDSMID, Barr., M.P. 


“Thon shalt do unto oticra es thou wouldst that othe-s shou:d do un 0 you.” 


This is an ancient precept much honoured in quotati»n, much dishonoured in 
observance. It is as old as the religion of our people ; 1t Knows no difference of 
age or of sex; it ignores all forins of faith ; it is of universal ¢ pplication. 
Nevertheless a whole code of morality, religion, and faith can fairly be based 
upon it. It has occurred to me, that it may be of use to some of you that I 
should lay before you as simply and concisely as I can a few of the thoughts 
that it has evolved from a layman's mind. This may be all the more desirable 
when we recollect that it has sometimes been supposed by Christians that it was 
not a Jewlsh precept. To point out to this congregation that such an idea is 
efroneotts is hardly necessary. Nevertheless 1 fear that there are many amongst 


dews, as assuredly there are many amongst Christians, whoin the practice of their ° 


lives ignore its existence. Men and women who belong to the Church of 
England, and others who follow tha various forms of Protestant dissent from the 
teaching of that Church, alike combine to subscribe large sums of money for the 
conversion of the Jews. They spend considerable amounts on_ officers - and 
machinery ; and perhaps they succced, at enormous cost in influencing a few un- 
educated, self-seeking members of the Jewish community, principally drawn 
from the Continent, and in no way representing honest believing Jews and 
Jewesses. These conversionists think they are serving their Lord ; but I say 
that far from it, they are ignoring publicly, and [ fear blindly, the precept at the 
heid of this discourse. How would they like us to adopt similar methods 
towards tiem? Woull they not cry out about our abusing the liberty and 
Would the cost of an attempted conversion of Cliris- 
tians be as great as is the cost of enlisting in their ranks a few miserable Jewish 
renegides ? And weuld the converts be as worthless? I greatly doubt it. 

Moreover I would assert that they are guilty in another way of ignoring the 
great precept; for is it not in the first plice their duty to assist the poor and 
wretched amongst their Own worshippers, to reclaim the drunkard, the vicious, 
and the criminal? When they have done a'l this, when drunkenness and vice 
and crime have disappeared from amongst their people, when their practice has 
been worthy of their procep', then perhaps with some show of reason, with some 
arguinent from faith, and with some benefit from example, they may venture to 
enter on the luxurious and expensive work of conversion of the Jews to Chris- 
tianity. 

But Istated that amongst Jews as well, there are many who in the practice of 
their lives ignore the precept T have chosen for my theme. Ido not believe in 
the pretence that there are no bad Jews except tho-e who iznore the great law of 
the seventh day. And the worst enemies of the Jewish faith, and the most 
ignoble members of humanity, are to be found amongst those who cultivate tha 
laws of usury, who derive their illegitimat® profits from the necessities of their 
neighbours, who fatten on others’ misery. Dr. Adler has pointed out that they 
are ignoring the most elementary of Jewish ethical laws; and assuredly they 
should be scouted from amongst our people. Moreover, amongst the elementary 
Jewish observances contravened by them, must be put in foremost position the 
greatdaw of charity. No one can forget the precept of the Bible that the Jews 
of the days of Moses should not withhold their gifts orstheir loans becaus> the 
year of release Was et hand ; and no one can pretend to believp that the modern 
money-lender does not throw this as he throws every other mofal principle to the 
wind:. It is true that in countries where the Jewish race is oppressed and down- 
trodden, where its members are debarred from most legitimate occupations, 
whee they are driven from pillar to post, where they are treated as beings 
Without the rights of man and without human affections, some have taken to usury 
as the only means of livelihood. They may be excused; but they may not be 
a; poved. But nothing of the kind can be urged on behalf of men who live in 
this well-favoured land. Here a Jew can pursue his avocations in peace ; here 
he my choose freely his trade or profession ; here he may aspire to the judicial 
and the ministerial bench and to other marks of distinction conferred on his fellow- 
subjects for good service, In fact and in short he has equal rights as a man and 
a citizea ; and he should take pride in being an Englishman as well as a Jew. 
Consequently, I declare that on him above all others rests an eternal stigma if he 
adopts the selfish, the degrading business of usi ry. oo 

Now [ turn to another department of our subj ct. We Jews value education 
for our own children, and valu+it too for the children of others. Our schools 
for our poorer brethren are a credit to the community ; but our duty does not end 
there, for we should take equal interest in the education of others. The hospital] 
and the charitable institution, Christian as well as Jewish, should number Jewish 
sup oriers not only amongst their contributors but also amongst their workers. 
Mizht I address the same observation to Christians, mutatis mutantis! In fact 
the true observance of the ethical precept I am inculcating would demand that we 
should contribute to the support of churches, chapels, and schools of . other 
denominations in the district in which we live, or of the people dependent upon 
us. Let not our religion isolate us. Yet at the same time ites a primary duty to 
beware of the danger to which many succumb of being indifferent to our own 
people and our own religious duties. “Let us show outsiders that we have no 
sham®*, but on the contrary that we are’ proud of our religion and our race : and 


wes all command that respect which we should also render to honest belief in 
any form of faith. : 


Bit alis! indifferentism has become a fashion in the present day. Sons of 


Worthy fathers, who profess and try to observe their ancestral faith, seem to 
think that they are superior to those fathers, and more enlightened disciples 
of mode-n science and thought, when they not only ignore all religious observance 
but deny a belief in the diffcrences between the great religious creeds.. They 
neglect the ancient pride of their race that they are “the chosen people,” and they 
lavite that slur which many prejudiced persons are only too ready to cast on the 
Cespised Jew, But I fearlessly assert that if by such conduct they think they will 
earn the admiration and approval of righteous men of other creeds, they will ere 
long discover their error and repent it bitterly. The world will take them in the 
long run at their own valuation. If they proclaim themselves unworthy of their 
great inheritance, if they show contempt for the honest religious faith of their 
people, if they endeavour to conceal the desvent and the faith of their fathers, of 
waich they ought to b+ proud, men will say that those who neither respect their 
God nor their family ties and responsibilities, are unworthy of respect them- 
selves. You will find there is no truer lesson than that honest unobtrusive belief 
and vbservance will command reverence and regard from man of other faiths, 

I have said, have pride in your religion ; and yet I tell you show toleration 
towards other faiths.’ But “ toleration” does not mean agreement ; for if it did 
weere would be your faith ? | No, cling to your religion, to its beautiful sim- 
plicity, to its tenets which are not Send the understanding of anyone—man, 
fully or chiid—and, to its great precept of the unity of God: and, whilst oare-

remember that our faith is the precept of Sinai, and will last as long as the world 
env forms. They are aids to faith, but should not be its masters. Im. 
prove them, purify them ; simplify them; but do not think yourself superior to 
such aids. Nothing which promotes true religious fervour is to be despised or 
a ee no admirer of long sermons. Sermons should not be exhaustive of a 
theme ; they should b> suggestive of ideas which each of us may develop for him. 
self. Consequently I will say no more on these heads. I wiil rather pass on to 
subjects connected more immediately with this congregation. | 

Why was it established over fifty years ago ? The object of the founders 
was to have divine service conducted in an orderly and attractive manner on the 
principles of Biblical Judaism, and without the addenda and the glosses of Tal- 
mudists and teachers, learned, indeed, but as uninspired as ourselves. They hoped 
that others would follo v the example thus set ; and assuredly on many heads their 
ideas have been largely realised amongst the English Jewish community 
generally. Then too we have added to the beauty of the service by having the 
best instrumental as well as vocal music. But all this suffices not. Our service 
is often somewhat cold and hard, and does not attract, as I should wish to see it 
attract, the rising generation. I say it with shame and regret, the young, amongst 
the various scientific and literary studies which they have to pursue, with the 
growth of knowledge and the expansion of the area and the increase of the 
number of subjects of elementary education, devote less time to the study of the 
Hebrew language and literature ; and the result is that to many of them. the 
service is really a sealed book. Some wiil not be convinced both of the beauty 
and the elevating influence of public worship, and content themselves with an 
occasional private prayer, and an annual or biennial visit to the sanctuary. Con- 
sequently it becomes our duty to consider to what extent English should now be 
used with Hebrew in the conduct of our divine se:vice. I know that this may 


shock the moral sense of some fervent Jews ; but I would prefer to have less 


Hebrew in the service and better congregations and more devout Jews and 
Jewesses, rather than more Hebrew and fewer and worse congregints. The 
Reverend Chief Minister expounded the same view last week. od 

Then agaia I assert that in religion, as in kaowledge, the precept of “rest and 
be thankful” should be utte ly ignored. He who strives after true religion or 
searches for true knowledge, should endeavour to add to his little store and to 
improve and beautify it. Therefore I ho'd that there may yet be improvements 
which can Le made in our religious services. The separation of the sexes is | 
assert not a Jewish but a Moslem idea. It serves no good end ; it divides the 
father from his daughter, the mother from her son. Wby should not a whole 
family be allowed to worsh'p side by side? 

Then again in the East the climatic conditions and the fiery heat of the sun 
compel everyone to wear some thick head covering, so that there has gradually 
grown up the view which now prevails universally—that before God and man it 
is a mark of disrespect to have the head uncovered ; justas the good Mahommedan 
holds it as an article of faith that he should removo his shoes before he enters the 
mosque. The idea with reference tothe feet we Western Jews have either not 
adopted or we have discarded it, but the theory with regard to the head most of 
us have transported to the synagogue worship in the west, though in all other 
things of this life we take our hats off when Christians do, But the reason for 
the Eastern practice does not exist here. God can see no virtue or faith ina 
covered head. I earnestly entreat those who rule this congregation to consider 
whether the time has not come when in the house of God we may show to the 
Almighty the same marks of deférence we venture to offer His image imthe shape 
of every neighbour be he man or woman. : r 

Why again, even though it be a small matter, should we be obliged on some 
of our festivals to listen to a wild screech given forth from a discordant un- 
shapely instrument, which causes & smile of derision on many a lip? The sound 
of the Shophar was meaut to be impressive and inspiring and was assuredly 
musical ; and why therefore should we not introduce u trumpet-blast which shall 
coinply with these elementary conditions ? | 

And now for a moment to refer to the Shecheta. The dietetic laws which 
are 19 be found in the Old Testament were laid down for the purpose of preserving 
the health of the people, and the object of the provisions in connection with the 
k'lling of animals was to prevent the Israelites indulging in the many cruelties 
practised by the Canaanites, Now the great majority of Jews believe that the 
method of killing adopted by the Jews is still the most humane. Many Eur poan 
governments have introduced greatly impr ved methods of slaughter, and most 
of the important towns at home and abroad have established commodious abattoir 
with improved app'iinces. Some assert that these means are so perfect as to 
make them superivr in humanity to those of the Jews. I hear that great autho- 
rities have proved that this is not so; but such proof has not yet reached the 
masses. Our leaders should endeavour to supply this deficiency, and to show 
how the case stands, so that Christians and Jews alike may appreciate the pcs 
tion. But this discussion affords no justification for the Sixon decree against tha 
Jews practising their methods of slaughter, or for the constitutional change 1¢ 18 
proposed to introduce in Switzerland. These are really instances of intolerance 
or anti-Semitism which ought to deceive no intelligent person ; and which cer 
tainly ignore the very princip‘es of our text. 

Thus I have referred to questions on which I should wish to see this congte- 
gation again place itself in the van of reform. I do not for a moment allege, nor 
do I believe, that there are not many others ; but I assert that it is our duty . 
our neighbour and to ourselves to show that uneducated prejudice, that blin 
formalism, do not guide us; but that we are ready to consider and adopt those 
modifications which in many cases I hold to be a return to older Jewish courses, 
and which the spirit and the knowledge of the present age invite us to accept. 
Perhaps I ought to add that I fear that some cherish the hallucination that the 
reforms made by our fathers were complete and final. I do not believe im any 
such completeness or finality. With new lives, new ideas, and new discoveries, 
new wants arise ; and if this congregation is still to be called “ Reform ” it must 
consider them without prejudice, and endeavour to meet them. What our 
fathers did was well done ; but the true spirit of progress demands constant en- 
lightenment and improvement; and this idea applies as much to the synagogue 4 
it does to the ordiaary affairs of life. Let me add that I rejoice to know that 12

Mr. Guedalla received on Friday last a telegram from the students of the 
Guedalla College, at Jerusalem, informing him that their President, Rabbi 
Jacob Saul Eliashar, had been nominated Haham Buashi. 
The news that Jacob Saul Eliashar has been appointed Haham Bashi of 
Jerusalem, and that his appointment has been duly confirmed by the Turkish 
Government, does not come in any way as asurprise. He had been the loyal 


henchman, the able adviser, the hardworking: delegate, of his venerable prede- _ 


cessor for so many years, that it would have been very strange had he not 
succeeded to the Bashilik. Although, like the Rabbi Panizel, of Moorish birth, 
Eliashar speaks with the vivacity of an Italian. Of our Saul also it may be 
said that from his shoulders and upwards he is higher than any of the people. 
But in him the stolid dignity of the Oriental, which would have so well become 
a man of his inches, is not conspicuous by its presence. He is too clever, too 
eager, and though he has long passed his half century, he is for Jerusalem, that 
city of patriarchs, too young to affect indifference where he feels it not. And so, 
of all the Jewish notables I met in Palestine, he impressed me most as being 
European in thought and speech. He was the easiest to argue with, but—he 
always had the best of the argument. | 

His contemporaries have felt this also, especially the Ashkenazim, 
and with Jewish humour they gave expression to their chagrin by a 


charade on the Rabbi’s name—“ Eliashar-al-iashar,” a contrastias great as that ° 


of “ Manslaughter and Man’s-Laughter.” Asis so often the case with heirs 
presumptive, whosé succession is not assured, Eliashar had found it expedient 
to attach himself toa party. Of this his natural abilities soon made him the 
leader. His following consisted of the chauvinist Sephardim, who view with 
jealousy and contempt, mingled with not a little fear, the advent of so many 
Russians and Poles to the Holy City. Nowadays, by force of numbers and pres- 
tige of Jearning, these coreligionists of ours, who have transferred their 
allegiance from Czar to Sultan, far surpass the Sephardim. And sothe Sephardim 
have occasionally recourse to diplomacy in order to restore—to themselves— 
the balance of power. In this the new Chief Rabbi has helped them, but [have 
no doubt that, like Prince become King, he will now abandon all partizinship, 
and be like Panizel, the friend of all. Wherefore /¢ roi est mort rire le roi! 

Of Panizel it could be said that he never wrote a book. But Eliashar must 
plead guilty to the paternity of a very virile production—the 0S ‘LD “ Man’s 
Works.” This title embodies another, his own charade upon his nama, whic) 
when abbreviated spells in Hebrew 08. The book is a rather thin Hebrew 
folio published some mine months ago (Jerusalem, Zackermann, 9552). It can 
boast an Index, a rare appendix to a work of this kind. 


Strangely enough, our accurate and argus-eyed Neubauer seems’ to ‘have 


overlooked the book in his exhaustive Bibliography of 1892, which !adds value 
to the current number of the J-wish Quarterly Review, Perhaps the 


Rabbinical Responsa! Our “ Man's Works” largely consist of such AIw~— 
questions and answers—and, what is more, they are quite interesting. We read 
of how Eliashar was consulted, asa wise man, from the Last, from his East, from 
Yemen, from India. We read how he decides between the rival merits of the New 
Synagogue (at Bombay ?) built for £20,000 in memory of David (Sassoon ?) and 
the older neighbouring structure it was toreplace. We learn that Jew may teach 
Hebrew to non-Jew and how to do it. But Etiashar's book, which has been 
published so opportunely, also contains a number of sermons he has preached— 
some of them, such as those in denunciation of the missionaries and their dupes, 
remarkable for vigour and eloquence. Grae 

Of strictly biographical details about him [know little. Eliashar wasan e'dest 
child—a Behar—his father was the Rabbi Elieser Jerucham, who died leaving 
Jacob, a child but seven years old, to be brought up by a Rabbi Benjamin, whom 
his grateful pupil grandiloquently styles a second “Ramban,” and some of 
whose dicta and responsa he gratefully and piously quotes in his work. Sined 
its foundation, Rabbi Eliashar has been Head of the Guedalla Yesheeba at 
Jerusalem, and has, I believe, been a regular correspondent and friend of his 
patron, Mr. Haim Guedalla, who in consequence enjoys the reputation of being 
one of the best informed authorities on Palestinian affairs in this country. The 
post to which the Rabbi has now been appointed is not a bed of roses. It will 
require tact, and consideration, and loving kindness, as well as learning and 
cleverness to qualify its occupant. But Eliashar will justify the choice of -his 
electors. The iron horse has now brought the Holy City so near, that it is but 
a vight’s journey from what is practically the British town of Port Said, and the 
new Haham Bashi will doubtless receive and welcome many more Kuropean 
visitors than ever ventured to pay their respects to his predecessor. He may 
count on ourisympathy and friendliness, and our good wishes for his prosperity 
as well as that of his community. a E. N. A,

AN ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


In a recent sermoa at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, the Curr 
Rassr entered an earnest plea on behalf of the study of Post-biblical 
History. Certainly there is much room for a greatly enlarged interest on 
the part of English Jews in the inspiring life-story of their race, and Dr. 
ADLER’S suggestion that Congregational’ Classes should be formed for its 
syatematic study is deserving of serious consideration. But at least of 
equal importance with Post-biblical History are the annals of the Jews of 
England. The duty of historical study may not unfairly be said to begin 
at home. 
English Jews in the story of their predecassors in this country ought to be 
carried on simultaneously with the larger effort which deals with the entire 
past of Israel. The Congregational Class suggested by the Cuizr Raps 
ought to have as its correlative an Anglo-Jewish Historical Society. Why 
should not such a Society be formed in connection with the ‘* Maccabweans ” ? 


The latter body, in spite of its childish exclusiveness, contains 
among its member$‘-not a few men who, by the nature of their 
studies, and yet many more who, by their enthusiasm for the Jewish

care for its Past deserves to be branded as a barbarous people. A community 
that betrays a like indifference certainly lays itself open to the same con- 
It isa glaring anomaly that, our intelligence and culture 
notwithstanding, we English Jews should give such faint indications of that 
historic sense which is one of the surest notes of intellectual progress, And 
the anomaly becomes the more striking when this apathy is contrasted with 
the energy and enthusiasm evinced by Jewish communities abroad. The 
most impressive illustration 13 afforded by our Transatlantic brethren. ~The 
records of the Jews in the United States are not to be compared for a 
moment, as regards either age or romantic interest, with those of the 
Jews in this country, They tell of no pre-expulsion period with its 
alternations of peaceful prosperity and acute suffering. Even the oldest of 
them contain no episode so fascinating, so moving, as the struggle 
for. admission into England that was begun by Mayassen 
under the Commonwealth, no inspiring, as that of the 
determined battling for liberty which was carried on by 
the Gotpsmips, Davip Saromons, the Rotuscuinps and their coadjutors. 
Nay, the Jews of the United States live in an atmosphere which is singularly 
unpropitious towards historic ardour, The general temper of the American 
mind is such as to favour practical pursuits, rather than those which can 
yield only abstract benefits.

And with no antiquities of their own to study, 
the people of the United States might almost be forgiven if they evinced a 
These circumstances combine to make the 
earnestness with which our Transatlantic brethren are beginning to ponder 
their communal annals all the more remarkable. And the more creditable 
Pomalous becomes our lukewarmness. We 
have a long and an inspiring history behind us—one whose, known chapters 
are of almost. bpeathless interest, and the gaps in which aré so many 
We live, more- 
over, in a land ang in an age distinguished for research, above all for a 
sympathetic reconstruction of the stery. of olden days. Yet we remain 
unresponsive to these stimulating conditions. We have allowed the American 
Jews to beat us in the honourable race, and to form an American Jewish 
Historical Society before we have even begun to think of establishing 4 
similar organisation among ourselves. | 

The sooner this anomaly is removed—as far as it can be removed—the_ 
better for the communal good name. But, as we have hinted, to render the 
ascertained history of the Jews of England more familiar to themselves and 
to others, is only one of the objects which the members of the potential society 
should aim at. Another and equally important duty is to elucidate the 
obseure points in Anglo-Jewish history, both ancient and modern, The 
available data for compiling a full account of the English Jews in the pre- 
Expulsion age have by no means been exhaustively investigated, though Mr. 
JOSEPH services In this direction, as Mr. 
M. D. Davis did before him, and as Mr. Lucites Wor with other occasional 
contributors to our columns have done for diverse periods, But similar work 
remuinsin plenty. A Historical Society would systematically carry on this explor- 
ation; and it would begin the task by taking steps to safeguard those records 
which, though of priceless worth, are in imminent danger of destruction. At the 
present moment there are synagogue archives, invaluable for the future Anglo- 
Jewish annalist, which a mere accident may consign to the flames or to the 
tender mercies of the waste-paper dealer. These should ‘be systematically 
catalogued where there is a responsible body to take care of them, or placed in 
safe custody if at present their preservation is nobody's business. Something 
must be quickly done, moreover, to stay the ruin which is overtaking certain 
burial-grounds or, at any rate, to obtain authenticated copies of the insecrip- 
tions on the most important gravestones.

with the tormal document of transfer, had been executed by Baron de Hirsch, 
Sir Julian Goldsmid and Messrs. Ellis A. Franklin and Leopold Schloss. | 
The Presipent reported that Baron de Hirsch had accepted his appoint- 
ment as one of the Trustees, Sir Julian added that he understood some 
members of the Anglo-Jewish Association, who were not members of the 
Council, appeared to think that the Association would obtain considerable 
pecuniary benefit from Baron de Hirsch’s gift. He desired to disabuse their 
minds on this point. No pecuniary benefit accrued to any individual or body 


holding shares in the Colonisation Association, for the Articles provided that 


any profits should go towards the objects of the Association. The principle was 
exactly the same as in the case of the Peabody Trust, any surplus under which 
was further invested. Anyone, therefore, intending to subscribe to the funds 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association should not refrain from doing so on 
account of the trust raposed jn it by Baron de Hirsch. | 

In accordance with notice, Sir JULIAN GQOLDsM#ipD moved the election of 
Baron de Hirsch as a Vice-President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, Sir 
Julian mentioned that the Baron had accepted the nomination.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The report of the Executive Committee was read, and included the follow- 
ing subjects :— 

Persta.—On the dist January a telegram was received by the Association 
from Mr. Morris Cohen, Bagdad, as follows: “ Received intelligence, renewed 
increased persecution, Hamadan.”’ At the meeting of the Executive Committee 
held the same evening, it was ordered that the telegram be communicated on 
the part of the Conjoint Committee to the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Aifairs, but, as the matter was urgent, without awaiting a meeting of that 
Committee. Accordingly on the following day a letter signed by the Presidents 
of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association was despatched to 
the Karl of Rosebery, who was therein appealed to once more to exert his 
powerful influence for the protection of the Jews at Hamadan from the 
renewed attack of their persecutors. 

In reply the following letter, addressed to the two Presidents, has been 
received :— |

The Anglo-Jewish Association has been memorialised by Jews in Bushire 
to grant a sum of 1,000 rupees, whereby to effect the release of two of their 
coreligionists, who had been imprisoned by the Governor in default of payment 
ofa fine to this amount. The writers have been informed that the funds of 
the Association cannot be employed for such a purpose, but that if they will 
submit a complete statement of the case it will receive due consideration with 
the view to redress buing sought for the two prisoners should they have been 
unjustly punished. | 
— Morocco.—The Association has been informed that the Caid of Morocco 
City has resumed his cruelties to the Jews, the latest person flogged being a 
oung man. The victim having been sent to Mogador was taken to the 
Zoglish and French Consuls in order that they might convince themselves of 
the injuries he had suffered. The Executive Committee have learnt that since 
then a meeting was held at Mogador, at which Mr, Reuben Elmaleh, President 
of the local Branch of the Association, waa commissioned to forward a com- 
plaint to the Sultan and to the foreign Legations in Tangier. The Committee ° 
recommend, therefore, that no action be taken for the present. They make a 
similar recommendation in regard to the murder of a Jew by Arabs in his 
shop at Ras Elwad, as they are of opinion that the Anglo-Jewish Association 
should only intervene if the efforts made by representative Jews in Morocco to 
obtain justice should fail. | “4 
ScuooLs.—By desire of the Alliance Israclite, Mr. Jacob Heskel, who for 
the last year has been studying English in London, has left for Bagdad, where 
he will be employed by the Alliance at the school, of which he was once a pupil, 
in assisting Mr, Morris Cohen in the course of English studies, and as an assistant 
teacher generally, For the present, his salary will be paid by the Alliance. The 
Executive Committee recommenda grant of £12 from the Education Fund towards 
meeting the cost of new furniture required at the Bagdad school. It was stated 
in a recent monthly Report of the Alliance that all the furniture was made by 
former apprentices of the school (who had been trained at the expense of that 
society, and the Anglo-Jewish Association), and is admitted by competent 
judges to be far superior to anything turned out by Mahomedan workmen. 
Mr. Haeem Samuel, President of the Anglo-Jewish Association School at 
Bombay, announces that two Beni Israel youths sent up by the school for 
their matriculation at the University have been successful. Applications 
have been received for renewals of grants to the schools at Broussa (Asia 
Minor), Damascus Talmud Torah, Haifa (Pzlestine) Philippopolis, and Sofia. 
In respect to Damascus, the Director reported that the Talmud Torah is 
essentially the school for the poor, and but for the Anglo-Jewish Association 
these would altogether have been without instruction, or would have had to 
frequent the Protestant Schools planted in the very midst of the Jewish quarter.

Next I would refer to the resolution of which I have spoken. I think that 
on no previous occasion have resolutions of instruction been passed by the 
Board of Guardians with reference to the work of the Conjoint Committee. 


Of course it must be remembered that that Committee consists of members of 


two bodies, but is appointed to administer funds for which the Russo-Jewish 
Committee is responsible, and consequently, in my opinion, it would be 
desirable that all instructions should be, where possible, discussed jointly 


beforehand. In this case it was obviously possible. I, therefore, suggest that 
even now there should be a meeting of three or four members representing the 


two sides, who should endeavour to arrive at a working agreement. 


The views expressed in this letter are in general concurred in by the 


Russo-Jewish Committee.

earnings. 

Mr. DaNIEL Marks said that 50 children who were sent by the Unions were 
as many as should be received in the Asylum, Any extension of that system

In reply to an enquiry by Mr. Edward Davis, Chairman of the House 
Committee, Mr. Joun Harris said he _ believed that the White- 
chapel Board of (Guardians, of which he was a member, would 
be willing to pay for the maintenance of fatherless children, 
under the Paupers Removal Act. when it was found that the mother 
was unable to support the entire family. 

Mr. Joun I. SoLtomon said he had been under the rh iin that only 
children deprived of both their natural guardians were eligible for grants from 
Unions. If the Whitechapel Union, from which the Asylum had received more 
consideration than from any other, or other Unions were willing to maintain 
one or two children of a family with the ordinary subvention, the Committee 
would be glad to receive them, - | 

- The PRESIDENT said that the information given by Mr. Harris was quite 


new to the Committee; but he questioned whether it would be advisable to 


take advantage of it. Mr. Solomon had spoken his own view and not that of 
the Committee in stating that the Committee would be willing to receive more 
children under the Paupers Removal Act. The pesent time, when there was an 
impression that there were too many pauper aliens in this country, was not the 
moment for Jews to strain their privileges to the utmost in obtaining pauper 
relief from the Unions. The Committee would, however, consult on the 
subject Mr. Vallance, Clerk to the Whitechapel Guardians, who was an excellent 
friend of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, and one of the best officers in 
the country. As to the establishment of the Home suggested by Mr. Harris, he 
wished to mention that the Home at Coventry was not in any way supported 
out of the funds of the Institution, but by private munificence. 

The motion of the President was then agreed to. 

On behalf of the Committee, the President moved the following addit.on to 
the constitution of the Charity ;—‘ Every person who shall be the Honorar 
Secretary of a society for obtaining contributions to the Institution, and whick 
society shall in any year pay to the Institution a sum of not less than £10 103.,

The report of the Executive Committee was read and adopted. The 
report stated that during the precoding three months the number of inmates 

who passed through the Institution was 203, as compared with 3'7 last year. Of 
these 116 were married, 87 single, 1% witha calling, 7 without. 5.025 meals 
were distributed, G18 being on account of the Sabbath Meal Society. It having 
been found that immigrants had lately been arriving vii Grimsby, and in some 
cises vid Harwich, the Secretary has been in correspondence with the Great 
Northern Railway Company, and the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire 
Railway Company, with a view to having the arrival of immigrants in the 
Loudon stations served by these Companies notified to the institution in order 
that the arrivals can be duly met by the officers. The Executive are pleased 
to report that the response in each case has been of a favourable character. 

The CiiAIRMAN mentioned that he had been applied to for permission to 
allow the use of a portion of the Shelter by the Location and Information 
Bureau of the Russo-Jewish Committee, and he had given tentative permission 
until the holding of that meeting. He now brought the matter forward, with 
a view to his action being approved by the Committee, and for the permission 
being extended. Personaily he was pleased that an opportunity was afforded to 
the Shelter of being of advantage to a much greater and more important 
institution, and he believed that the Bureau being located at the Shelter would 
be of advantage to the immigrants. . 

Mr. HERMANN Lanpbav said he was thoroughly opposed to the Bureau being 
held at the Shelter. He considered that the Bureau was setting up in opposition 
to the Board of Guardians, and he strongly objected to the Shelter allowing 
itself to be used by the “new departure.” He was of opinion that the Bureau 
would, while dealing with a certain number of cases, throw a great many on to 
the Board of Guardians, which would have to bear the brunt in the case of a 
Russian Jew dyisg of starvation. It would lead toa wrong impression in the 
community if the Shelter lent itself to the “ new departure.’ 

Mr. B. BrrnpvacM. in supporting the suggestion that the Bureau should be 
held at the Institution, ridiculed the assumption that the new Bureau was in 
any measure antagonistic to the Board of Guardians, and said that precisely the 
same arguments were used by the Board against the establishment of the 
Shelter, as were used by Mr. Landau against the Bureau. Many charitable 
undertakings now accepted in the community were originally opposed by the 
Board of Guardians. He believed that the Bureau had a successful future in 
store for it. Beyond this consideration, however, he could not see any reasen 
why the use of a couple of rooms in the building should vot be freely and grace- 
fully allowed to the Bureau, more especially as the Russo-Jewish Committee had 


‘very liberally supported the Shelter.

By a majority of one, the members of the St. Kilda Congregation (Melbourne) 
have rescinded a resolution passed at their annual meeting in 1831, which 
affirmed the desirability of the Congregation being placed under the spiritual 
jurisdiction of the Chief Rabbi, One of the speakers pointed out that it would 
anomalous for the Congregation to repudiate Dr. Adler's authority after having 
approved of his appointing their Minister, the Rev. Mr. Blaubaum. as a member 
of the Beth Din. and in connection with this point, a letter dated 28th January, 
184). was read from the Chief Rabbi in which he wrote :—“I am bound to 
confess that the action of the St. Kilda Hebrew Congregation is quite inex- 
plicable to me. They profess to be orthodox, avail themselves of the advice of 
the Chief Rabbi, and eagerly use any communications, prayers and orders of 
service which are sent from this office. Furthermore, your minister, the Rev. 
Mr. Blaubaum, is a member of the local Zcth Din, with whom the Chief Rabbi 
is in constant communication. This body receives its validity only through the 
Chief Rabbi, and yet they openly declare that they will not place themselves 
under the guidance of the Chief Rabbi. This procedure naturally encourages

JEWIsH WorKING MEn’s CLun.—The Rev, Dr. Gaster read a paper on the 
“Persecution of the: Jews in Poland and Russia in the 17tn Century,” 
at the Jewish Working Men's’ Club, on Sunday evening. 
Mr. A. D. de Pass occupied the chair. Dr. Gaster in his opening 
remarks, emphasised the fact that the persecution of the Jews in 
Russia was not an element inherent to the indolent character of the 
Russian—the Moujik being neither a Jew baiter nor a Jew hater—and that the 
persecution was the result of a new element, the Cossack, having been added to 
the Russian empire from the 17th century. Dr, Gaster botched the history of 
the Jews in Russia, from theearliest authentic records relative to the empire of 
the Chazars. He showed that in the Middle Ages the Jews carried on the com- 
merce of the country and must have enjoyed great freedom, and dwelt on 
the hospitality which the Jews, driven away by the Crusaders, received in 
Poland from king and people. At length there grew up on the confines of 
the Empire, a nation composed of fugitive peasants, outlaws and adventurers, 
a varied nationality in which the Ruthenian element was very prominent, 
and which has since been known as the Cossacks. The lecturer gave historical 
data on the internecine struggles between the Cossacks and the Poles. 
The latter, not the Jews, were the real enemies of the Cossacks, but through 
the Poles the Jews came in for a part of that intensified hatred. Dr. Gaster 
availed himself of well-known Jewish sources in his succeeding narrative of the 
suffering of the Jews, and of the causes which led toit. He mentioned, how- 
ever, that he had discovered another source entirely unnoticed by all historio- 
graphers. While all the other contemporary writers were either the victims or 
the enemies of the Cossacks, one could surmise that their reports were 
exaggerated, though careful investigation had proved the Jewish chroniclers to 
be very moderate. The Christian authority, from whose writings Dr. Gaster 
gave verbatim extracts, was on the contrary a fanatical adherent and friend of 
the Cossacks, and though not well disposed towards the Jews, he now and again 
betrayed somewhat sympathetic feelings. What is more he had had conversa- 
tions with Jews who had fled from the Cossacks. This writeris the Archdeacon 
Paul of Aleppo, who accompanied Macarius, the Patriarch of Antiochia, in his 
journey through Turkey and Roumania to Moscow and back, between the years 
1654 and 1658. iThe journal was originally written in Arabic, and was trans- 
lated into English in 1829. Space will not permit us to follow Dr. Gaster in his 
interesting account of the tribulations which befell the Jews in the Empire of 
the Czars during the 17thcentury. The deeds of butchery therein described— 
in one place as many as 12,00 Jews were killed—exceeded in horror even the 
atrocities which have shocked humanity during the last decade; and as Dr. 
Gaster truly remarked in his concluding sentences, they were the germa of the 
outrageous acts of persecution that have brought disgrace on Russia. At the 
close of the paper, a cordial vote of thanks was passed to Dr. Gaster, on the 
motion of the Chairman, seconded by Dr. Friedliinder—On Monday evening at the 
Debating Society,a very animated discussion was opened by Mr. Bernard Barnett 
on“ The Evils of Gambling,” part being taken therein by Messrs. G. Harris, [.

THE SANCTITY OF AN OATH. 

The Rev. Hermann Gollancz addressing the Jewish Working Men and 
Women at the Great Synagogue on Sabbath last, took as his subject the 3rd and 
{th Commandments, and dwelt upon the sacred character of an oath and the 
sinfulness of false-swearing, It might not be pleasant for his hearers to listen 
to certain remarks which he had to make on that head, but the preacher trusted 
that he would at least be looked upon in the same light as a friendly surgeon 
who oft had to cut into the flesh and cause his patients some pain in the 
endeavour to bring about for them a new life of health and tone. It was 
melancholy to reflect that a great deal of the 2isius which of late years had 
sprung up against the Jews of the East End had been attributed to the 
impression, that when some of our brethren presen’ themselves in a Court of 
Justice (and unfortunately this happens much too frequently) their word is not 
to be relied on, that they think lightly of the oath which they swear, using the 
name of God, and do not mind to stand up as false witnesses against their 


neighbours. If there be truth in this charge, there could not be a graver charge 


made against members of a race which had received a Law laying so much stress 
upon truthfulness and honesty in all our dealings, repeating in vanious forms 
such exhortations as “ Keep away from any word of falsehood,” “‘Do not 
swear falsely by My name,” and those contained in the commandments under 
consideration. Our Religion made no distinction between Jew and non-+Jew in 
matters of honest dealing and in the sanctity ofthe oath. According to the 
Talmud, “when we take an oath, it is not according to which it is 
generally understood, and is accepted by the body which administers the con- 
struction we may put upon the words, but according to the sense in the oath,” 
“To swear falsely,’ say our Sages “is to deny the very existence of God— 
a sin for which there can be no atonement in this life.” In the words of the 
Talmud (Treatise Shevuoth) there are four main differences between the 
effects of the sin of perjury and those of other sins :—unlike other crimes 
porary involves not alone the person committing the offence, but also his 
amily, nay the whole order of society, the punishment being exacted without 
ony. for which Heaven wil! not hold the offender guiltless. 
he Reverend preacher earnestly exhorted his hearers to shape their actions 
in the outer world according to the model afforded by the Psalmist in answer 
to the question “O Lord, who shall abide in thy Tabernacle, who shall dwell 


in Thy holy mountain?”
